bill, 
carrying 
$136,978,455, was passed by the house 
aud sent to the senate. 
This is the second of Hie dozen reg­ 
ular supply bills that must be acted 
upmu before March 4 to furnish funds 
for the fiscal year beginning July I. 
Senators who visited

house announced thai President Cool­ 
idge agreed to Immediate passage of 
the postal salaries increase bill if 
legislation providing for increases in 
second and third class postal rates is 
enacted by congress at the same time. 
Postmanicr General New is drafting 
the bill providing for the necessary 
increases. 
Raising the second and third class 
rates would raise the postage on peri­ 
odicals and newspapers and will pre­ 
cipitate a lively debate when brought 
to the floor of either branch of con­ 
gress, it is said.

Cuba, how­ 
ever, hah maintained since its free­ 
dom, after the war with Spain, that 
the Isle of Pines was Cuban territory. 
A treaty recognizing its right to the 
island was signed March 2, 1904. by 
the late John Hay, then secretary of 
state, and Gonzaiu de Oquesada, thin 
the Cuban minister to Washington. 
But it has never been ratified by Hie 
senate.
